BANDA (ZAMBIA) SAID WDC WAS "URGENT IMPERATIVE" AND IT 
SHOULD HAVE FULL AND ACTIVE PARTICIPATION OF ALL NUCLEAR 
COUNTRIES. HE ALSO REFERRED TO AMOUNT OF MONEY WHICH 
COULD BE DIVERTED TO FEEDING HUNGRY AND TO SOCIAL AND 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT IF GENUINE DISARMAMENT 
MEASURES WERE TAKEN. ZAMBIA HAD HOPED CCD WOULD HAVE REVISED 
PRESENT SYSTEM OF SUPERPOWERE CO-CHAIRMANSHIP. HE 
CALLED NPT "GROSSLY DISCRIMINATORY", SAID ESCALATION OF GREAT- 
POWER RIVALRY IN INDIAN OCEAN WAS SERIOUS THREAT, AND 
STRESSED CONCERN AT GROWING NATO-SOUTH AFRICA MILITARY COLLA- 
BORATION. 

OLCAY (TURKEY) POINTED OUT PEACEFUL USES OF NUCLEAR 
ENERGY WOULD OPEN UP NEW PROSPECTS FOR MANKIND AND FOR THAT 
REASON INTERNATIONAL BODY SHOULD BE CREATED TO SUPERVISE 
ALL NUCLEAR TESTING, FOR WHATEVER PURPOSES, PEACEFUL OR 
OTHERWISE. TURKEY SUPPORTED CREATION OF NFZ'S IN MIDDLE EAST 
AND SOUTH ASIA, BELIEVED BANNING CW SHOULD BE REACHED THROUGH 
STAGES, HOPED FOR AGREEMENT ON REDUCTION OF TROOPS IN CENTRAL 
EUROPE, WELCOMED SOVIET ENMOD PROPOSAL, AND BELIEVED WDC AD HOC 
COMITE SHOULD CONTINUE ITS WORK. 

GIAMBRUNO (URUGUAY) COMMENDED TREATY OF TLATELOLCO, 

HOPED GUYANA WOULD BE ABLE TO SIGN THAT REATY, THAT 
US AND FRANCE WOULD SOON BE ABLE TO SIGN ADDITIONAL PROTOCOL 
I AND SOVIET UNION WOULD RATIFY ADDITIONAL PROTOCOL II
